Tbo remedy is to 1)0 foiuiil^in some form of 
Federal assistance. Any direct subsidy is dis 
tasteful to the American people, but an effoc 
tive relief could bo found in the system of 
preferential duties advocated by Congressman 
Bnlaer in the bill now before Congress. 



The Board o{ Appraisers at New York ren- 
dered a deciaion in the wood pulp case, sus- 
taining, the contention of the Qovernment that 
the "favored nation*' clause cannot be invoked 
as Canada is a colony and not a nation, state 
or countiy, within the meaning of the treaties. 
From this decision the importers of wood pulp 
from other countries than CJanada have appeal- 
ed* <• the United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peal. Because of the iutcruHliounl importance 
of the case, several European governments 
having tiled claims for the favor aceoided to 
Canada, both the Government and tbo import • 
era have agreed to expedite it. 



A phase of the mucb-discussed question of 
the present high cost of living, not always em- 
phasised as strongly as some of the more 
popnUr arguments, is the decrease during the 
last ten years of the actual acreage in America 
devoted to raising wheat, com, potatoes and 
lice. This decrc-jse amounts to 2. per ceut. 
while the j)oi)ulation has increased 21 per cent. 
Statistics such as fliese certainly show the need 
of A greater number of farms and more exten- 
sive Stock raising. With the suj)j)ly of do- 
mestic grain, vegetables and meat decreasing, 
while the population annually increases, prices 
must neoessarily be higher, for supply and de* 
mand r^ulate the price.

a judge. Young aa be waa, tbe 
lad— Oeorse Jeffreya— waa already 
accuatomed to have hi* way. He 
bullied or cajoled hla parenta ln> 
to giving him a coatly echool ed- 
ucation and a law courBe tlmt they 
could 111 afford. Tbiig atarted a CS- 
roer that wns to coet GntfUd flMBT 
hundred Innocent lives. 

From the rery flrat young Jetfreya 
waa a man of nark. He waa brilliant, 
atrlklagly bandaomeb and had an al- 
moat supernatural power of reading 
other men's minds and purpoaea. He 
took Brnnt pains to Study and never 
hud niiich real knowledge Of law. But 
his clevornosfl auppUed What hi* 
learning lacked. 

He took up criminal practice and 
bandied easea no decent lawyer would 
toneh. He had a genlua for making 
influential frtenda. Through theae 
frlenda and bla own cunning be roae 
fast In his profession. At laat he at- 
tracted the notice of tho cnsy-Kolng. 
unscrupulous KInK ChaiieH II. Charles 
deepised JelTrcys aa a uiuu. h\it was 
not above using the young lawyer to 
do his dirty work A stronK fartlon 
of tho people were the king's political 
opponenta. Jeffreys publicly derlured 
himaelt the people's friend— and ac- 
oretir worked Ua tbe king, (l-om 
both (hetloaa he received high re* 
wardt. 

By the time he waa thirty he was 
a baronpt and rhl«M' ,Iiintlce of i;iik- 
liind Then he threw off nil pretenfe 
(if deronry. Ills drunkenness, his In- 
sane temper, his Insolence made him 
generally loathed He could cry at 
will. Often in court be would brow- 
beat witnesses with a Tolley of filthy, 
bitter, blaapbemona aareaam, make 
tbe pury tremble by a maniac glare 
of bia black eyea, foam at the moutb 
with rage, then break Into a apasm of 
loud I.-iughter or Into a flood of teara. 

When Charles 11. dl<'d without dl- 
rert heir the dead nioniirrh's younger 
brother took the throne as James 
II. Jeffreys had already curried favor 
with Jam«8 and now rose to higher 
power than ever. James made him a 
baron and ahowerad favora on bim. 
It waa durlaff thla klag'a reign, In 
1685, that Jeffreya enacted hla Tlleat 
Crimea. The Duke of Monmouth had 
laid claim to the English throne aad 
bad fooled thousanda of almple-mlnd- 
ed farmers and shop folk Into Joining 
bla rebellion The uprising was crush- 
ed. Th» duke was beheaded Ills 
captured followers were brought be- 
fore Jeffreys for trial. Then mmo a 
horror still known as tbe "Bloody 
AiaisM." 

Jeffreya (flrat making his work 
easier by falsely hlnUng that those 
wbo pleaded "fuHtjT would be apar 
ed) condemned to death 8S0 men and 

boys. (Soino historians say 700.) 
Theae were hanged after a mere niork- 
ery of a trial, during which Jeffreys 
alternately raved, cursed, drank, wept, 
howled with laughter and behaved In 
general like a madman. Even tbe 
hardest-hearted servants of tho king 
were horrlfled by auch slaughter— the 
more ao alaoe maay of the coadamaad 
were iaaoeeBt people who had taken 
no part ia the rebellion. Jeifreyn was 
ordered to be more lealeat 80 be 
sent 841 of the remaining prisoners 
to be sold Into slavery In India and 
the narbadoes and had tha reei. 
scourged or thrown into jail. 

Throughout the trial he spared any 
one who could pay him a large enough 
bribe. But few of these country folk 
and tradeamen could raise auch aums 
aa be demanded. For hla work at tbe 
"Bloody Asalaea" JeSreya waa made 
Locd «ChaaoeIUir' of England. He 
boasted that as chief JusUoe he had 
banged more men and women than 
all bia predecesBors put together. 

Three years later the English peo- 
ple grew tired of James II. and over- 
threw him. He fled Into exile. Jef- 
freys, knowing how he himself was 
hated by the people, tried to get se- 
creUy out of England. Ha abaved 
off hla abaggy eyebrowi, d rsaae d aa a 
aallor and boarded aa oatgolag ahip. 
But OB tbe eve of sailing be went 
ashore and got drunk ia a waterside 
tavera. A poor writer whom he bad 
once unjoafly vaalabtd reeognlied 
him. 

rt Is the bloodr Jnlflel" ahouted 

tho writer. 

The mob hurled tbemaelvea upon 
tbe diaguiaed Jeffraya aad were tea^ 
lag him to pleofs wbea the aatborttlea 
reaened bim. He waa takaa to tbe 
Tower of Loadoa aad flaprlaooed 
there, until at the age of forty be 
drank himself to death. Though be 
had ten children his family soon died 
out. Hla own name, however, la atill 
remembered and cursed throoghout 
England.
